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Hurricane Dora 
Js Powerful, 
Heads for U.S. 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - Hurri- 


cane Dora, a huge and powerful 
storm that grows by the hour, 
moved closer to the U.S. main- 
land today and made herself felt 
while still 700 miles out to sea. 
p Heavy seas already are in- 
creasing along the southeast 
Atlantic Coast and will continue 
to grow during the next two 
days, the U.S. Weather Bureau 
said in its 5 a.m. advisory. 


At that time,- the storm's 


center was located about 700 
miles east of Cape Kennedy. 


Highest winds near the center 


were estimated at 130 miles an 
hour. Hurricane and gale force 


t winds extend out as far as 300 
miles to the northeast and 150 
miles to the southwest of the 
center. 


The storm now covers an'area 


about 500 miles across and 
threatens to swallow up tropical 
storm Ethel which was centered 
at 5 a.m. about 760 miles to the 
east southeast of Dora's center. 


Dora was moving toward the 


west northwest or west at about 
10 miles an hour and will contin- 
ue on that course for the next 24 
hours, according to the Weather 
Bureau advisory. 


"The hurricane will continue 


large and dangerous. Seas are 
already rough over most of the 
southwest North Atlantic and 
will be gradually increasing 
along 
the southeast Atlantic 


Coast 
during the next two 


days," the advisory said. 


The Weather Bureau said the 


present and predicted move- 
ment of Dora increases the 
threat to the southeast coastal 
sections of the United States. 


"But since it is moving slow- 


ly: there will be little effect 
other 
than 
increasing 


through Tuesday."
